The  Registrar  General’s  mid-year  estimate  of  the  population  of 
Cwmbran  for  1961  was  21,920,  an  increment  of  790  when  compared 
with  the  mid-year  estimate  for  1960.  There  were  530  births  and  205 
deaths  so  that  the  natural  increase  of  the  population  was  325. 

The  Registrar  General’s  comparability  factors  used  for  the 
calculation  of  local  adjusted  rates  are  0.80  for  births  and  1.49  for 
deaths. 

The  local  adjusted  live  birth  rate  for  the  district  was  greater 
than  that  for  Monmouthshire  and  the  Country  as  a whole  by  1.49 
and  1.94  births  per  1,000  population  respectively.  These  differences 
are  more  than  double  those  for  1960. 

There  were  15  stillbirths,  one  less  than  for  1960  in  spite  of  an 
increase  of  53  in  the  total  number  of  births.  The  stillbirth  rate  has 
fallen  to  27.52  per  1,000  live  and  stillbirths  after  increasing  from 
23.06  per  1,000  live  and  still  births  in  1958  to  32.52  in  1960.  Between 
1958  and  1961  the  stillbirth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  decreased 
from  21.6  to  19.1  per  1,000  live  and  stillbirths.  The  stillbirth  rate  is 
more  than  that  for  Monmouthshire  by  4.13  and  for  the  Country  as 
a whole  by  8.42  per  1,000  live  and  stillbirths. 

There  were  19  infant  deaths,  eight  more  than  in  1960.  Twelve 
deaths  were  of  infants  aged  less  than  one  week  and  three  were  of 
infants  aged  between  one  week  and  two  weeks.  Only  one  of  these 
deaths  occurred  at  home.  In  the  former  group  five  of  the  deaths  were 
due  to  prematurity,  three  to  diseases  of  pregnancy  and  one  to  difficul- 
ties of  delivery.  In  the  latter  group  all  deaths  were  due  to  congenital 
malformations.  There  were  four  deaths  of  infants  aged  four  weeks 
and  over.  Three  deaths  were  the  result  of  infections  and  one  was  due 
to  congenital  malformations. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  of  35.85  per  1,000  live  births  was  more 
than  the  Monmouthshire  rate  by  7.88.  The  rate  was  greater  than  that 
for  England  and  Wales  by  14.25  per  1,000  live  births.  A comparison 
of  the  neonatal  and  early  neonatal  rates  with  those  of  Monmouth- 
shire and  the  Country  as  a whole  is  also  unfavourable. 
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•he  stillbirth,  infant  mortality,  neonatal  mortality  and  perinatal 
mortality  rates  for  England  and  Wales  have  decreased  since  1955. 
For  Cwmbran  in  1961,  with  the  exception  of  the  stillbirth  and 
perinatal  mortality  rates,  the  rates  have  increased. 

No  maternal  deaths  were  attributed  to  pregnancy,  childbirth, 
or  abortion. 

The  crude  death  rate  was  less  than  that  for  Monmouthshire. 
The  local  adjusted  rate  was  less  than  the  adjusted  rate  for  the  County 
by  0.42  per  1,000  population  but  more  than  that  for  the  Country 
as  a whole  by  1.94  per  1,000  population.  More  than  half  of  the 
deaths  were  due  to  disease  of  the  heart,  blood  vessels  and  vascular 
lesions  of  the  nervous  system.  Deaths  due  to  cancer  were  the  next 
largest  group  with  34  deaths;  1 1 deaths  were  due  to  cancer  of  the 
stomach  and  two  to  cancer  of  the  lungs  and  bronchi.  There  was  one 
death  from  leukaemia.

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PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  a£ 
OTHER  NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES 

Outbreaks  of  measles  and  influenza  occurred  during  the  year. 

For  the  week  ending  January  31st,  due  to  influenza,  new  claims 
for  National  Insurance  sickness  benefit  increased  to  340%.  By  the 
week  ending  February  8th,  at  the  height  of  the  outbreak,  the  claims 
had  increased  to  392%.  1 am  indebted  to  the  Ministry  of  Pensions 
and  National  Insurance  for  these  figures,  investigations  in  schools, 
factories,  and  in  general  practice  suggested  that  the  outbreak  affected 
the  working  population  and  old  people  of  both  sexes  more  than  it 
did  children  of  school  age.  Absences  from  schools  at  the  height  of 
the  outbreak  were  only  2 - 3 % greater  than  those  expected.  Statistics 
for  the  week  ending  February  27th  indicated  that  the  outbreak  was 
over. 


Measles  is  endemic  in  urban,  communities,  it  becomes  epidemic 
every  second  year.  In  1959  no  cases  of  measles  were  notified.  In  1958 
and  1957  there  were  300  and  199  cases  respectively.  This  year 
measles  was  prevalent  in  the  first  and  second  quarters,  the  number 
of  cases  in  the  second  quarter  being  double  that  of  the  first.  April 
was  the  month  of  maximum  incidence.  In  no  other  year  have  as 
many  cases  of  measles  been  notified  in  England  and  Wales. 

Seven  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified,  five  of  them  in 
September. 

The  one  case  of  bacillary  dysentery — Sonne — occurred  in 
December.  No  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  although  one 
schoolboy,  aged  14  years,  suffering  from  diarrhoea  and  vomiting 
was  found  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  to  be  infected 
with  Salmonella  heidelberg.  The  source  of  the  infection  was  not 
traced.  There  were  no  secondary  causes. 

One  case  of  non-paralytic  poliomyelitis  was  notified.  The  child 
had  not  been  immunised.

Vaccination  and  Immunisation 

These  services  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  at  infant 
welfare  clinics  and  by  General  Practitioners.  Records  are  collected 
and  analysed  at  the  area  health  office. 

667  children  completed  their  primary  diphtheria  immunisation 
course.  Of  these  children  144  were  aged  less  than  one  year  and  367 
were  between  one  year  and  four  years,  and  156  were  aged  between 
five  and  14  years.  In  addition  840  children  between  four  and  14 
years  received  booster  injections,  an  increase  of  340  % when  com- 
pared with  1960.  To  achieve  this  increase  immunisation  was  carried 
out  in  schools  where  children  of  five  and  six  years  of  age  were 
offered  booster  diphtheria  and  tetanus  toxoid  injections. 

435  children  were  immunised  against  whooping  cough  and  503 
against  tetanus. 

287  children  were  vaccinated  against  smallpox,  252  being  under 
four  years  of  age,  12  between  five  and  14  years  and  23  over  15  years 
of  age.  No  re-vaccination  was  recorded. 

Poliomyelitis  vaccination  was  made  available  to  children  and 
adults  less  than  40  years  of  age  throughout  the  year. 

This  is  the  first  year  in  which  a triple  vaccine,  against  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough  and  tetanus,  and  tetanus  toxoid  have  been  used  at 
County  Council  clinics.  The  use  of  the  triple  vaccine  reduces  the 
total  number  of  injections  given  to  infants  and  has  been  welcomed 
by  mothers. 

Smallpox,  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus  are  pre- 
ventable diseases.  Parents  are  asked  to  ensure  that  they  have  made 
full  use  of  the  vaccination  and  immunisation  services.

INFANT  WELFARE  CLINICS 

In  June  1961  after  a decade  of  useful  service,  the  area  health 
office  and  clinic  at  Ty  Brith,  Oak  Street,  Cwmbran  were  transferred 
to  the  town  centre  clinic  and  area  office  at  Caradoc  Road.  This  is 
the  first  major  building  designed  for  area  health  and  welfare  work 
in  Monmouthshire.  There  are  now  two  infant  welfare  clinics  in  the 
district,  one  at  Ashley  House,  Pontnewydd,  the  other  at  the  town 
centre. 

In  1960  it  was  thought  that  this  change  would  mean  that  many 
of  the  mothers  and  babies  attending  Ashley  House  would  make  use 
of  the  town  centre  clinics,  so  reducing  the  yearly  attendances  at 
Ashley  House.  Since  1956  the  attendances  at  Ashley  House  and 
Oak  Street  infant  welfare  clinics  have  increased  yearly.  At  Ashley 
House  in  1961  the  attendances  increased  by  196  to  5,703,  and  at 
Oak  Street  and  the  town  centre  clinic  combined  by  974  to  4,854. 
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Ashley  House  is  not  purpose  built  and  with  the  propos^p 
development  in  the  south  and  south  western  parts  of  Cwmbran,  it  is 
reassuring  to  know  that  new  clinics  at  Pontnewydd  and  Coed  Eva 
have  been  included  in  the  forward  building  programme  of  the 
Monmouthshire  County  Council. 

From  May  3rd  1961,  infant  welfare  work  has  been  supported 
by  the  fortnightly  visits  of  a mobile  clinic  to  the  Oakfield.  area  of 
Cwmbran  where  494  mothers  and  children  were  seen. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA 

(i)  Water  Supply.  Water  is  supplied  to  and  distributed  in 
the  Cwmbran  Urban  District  Council  area  by  the  Newport  and 
South  Monmouthshire  Water  Board. 

Periodical  chemical  analysis  and  regular  bacteriological 
examination  of  the  supply  has  been  carried  out  by  the  Board  and 
monthly  samples  of  the  supply  at  Cwmbran  and  Pontnewydd  have 
been  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  by  the  Public  Health 
Department  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  laboratory.  All 
samples  taken  during  the  year  from  the  main  supply  have  been 
bacteriologically  satisfactory.  Both  in  quality  and  quantity  there  is 
a high  standard  of  public  supply  in  the  area. 

Twelve  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  individual  dwellings 
supplied  by  shallow  wells  or  springs.  Each  of  these  samples  was 
unsatisfactory  and  advice  was  given  to  the  occupiers  regarding 
methods  of  improving  the  supply. 

During  the  year  the  Water  Board’s  main  was  extended  to 
supply  scattered  dwellings  in  the  Pentre  Lane  area.  Eight  dwelling 
houses,  Pentre  Farm  and  Ty  Gwyn  Nurseries  were  connected  to 
this  supply.

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«(ii)  Drainage  and  Sewerage.  The  District  is  served  by  the 
stern  Valleys  (Monmouthshire)  Joint  Sewerage  Board.  A trunk 
sewer  runs  to  the  Ponthir  Treatment  Works.  The  sewer  is  sufficient 
for  the  present  domestic  needs  of  the  area,  but  some  difficulty  was 
experienced  over  the  disposal  of  liquid  trade  effluent.  The  Sewerage 
Board  is  aware  of  the  position  and  is  considering  the  duplication  of 
certain  sections  of  the  trunk  sewer  between  Cwmbran  and  Ponthir 
together  with  an  extension  of  the  treatment  works. 

During  the  year  efforts  were  made  to  connect  to  the  public 
sewerage  system  isolated  groups  of  houses  at  present  served  by 
individual  cesspits.  Concern  was  caused  by  the  possible  pollution  of 
open  streams  running  through  the  district.  The  Council  is  aware  of 
this  situation. 

Since  the  completion  of  the  relief  sewer  at  The  Meads,  Newport 
Road,  Llantarnam,  no  flooding  has  occurred  and  no  further  com- 
plaints are  anticipated  from  the  occupiers  of  houses  in  this  vicinity. 

During  the  year  no  flooding  of  any  consequence  has  occurred 
in  the  District. 

A new  surface  water  sewer  was  laid  along  the  length  of  Pentre 
Lane,  a distance  of  234  yards,  to  obviate  local  nuisance  of  water 
ponding  in  the  roadway. 

The  Council  has  extended  the  Upper  Cwmbran  soil  sewer 
along  Upper  Cwmbran  Road  for  a distance  of  1 1 1 yards.  This  brings 
the  sewer  close  to  The  Queen  Public  House,  which  at  present 
discharges  all  its  soil  drainage  to  the  Blaen  Bran  Brook.  The  Brewery 
Company  have  undertaken  to  prepare  a scheme  for  connecting  the 
Public  House  to  the  new  sewer. 

(iii)  Rivers  and  Streams.  By  the  end  of  the  year  there  was  a 
considerable  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  Avon  Llwyd.  The 
discolouration  of  the  river  which  resulted  from  the  entry  of  trade 
waste  above  the  New  Town  had  ceased  by  October  1961.  The  river  is 
still  intermittently  discoloured  by  trade  waste  from  the  outfall  of 
Messrs.  Girling  Ltd.  Below  the  outfall  there  is  some  staining  of  the 
river  banks  with  an  oily  waste.  Already  efforts  have  been  made  by 
Messrs.  Girling  Ltd.  to  remedy  this.  It  is  anticipated  that  no  in- 
soluble oil  will  be  discharged  into  the  river  after  July  1962  and  that 
an  overall  effluent  treatment  plant  will  be  operating  by  the  end  of 
1962. 

I am  informed  by  the  Department  of  Pollution  Prevention  of 
the  Usk  River  Board  that  the  concentration  of  free  ammonia  in  the 
river  during  dry  weather  flow  is  at  or  about  0.2  parts  per  million. 
This  suggests  that  only  a mild  organic  pollution  is  occurring  during 
dry  weather. 
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No  serious  trouble  has  been  caused  by  river  bank  erosj^ 
during  the  year.  ™ 


(iv)  Refuse  Collection.  The  Council  collects  house  and  trade 
refuse  by  direct  labour.  Modern  covered  vehicles  designed  for  the 
purpose  are  used. 

The  disposal  of  household  refuse  was  continued  in  the  clay 
holes  between  Llantarnam  and  Oakfield  Road,  Cwmbran.  These 
holes  were  filled  by  the  end  of  March  when  tipping  into  a disused 
water-filled  clay  pit  at  the  rear  of  Llandowlais  Street  was  begun.  A 
tip  attendant  is  employed  to  spread  and  cover  each  day’s  collection 
with  large  quantities  of  slag  and  ashes  from  Messrs.  Richard  Thomas 
and  Baldwins  Ltd.,  Panteg.  The  quantity  of  slag  and  ashes  used  is 
considerably  more  than  the  quantity  of  refuse.  In  addition,  consider- 
able quantities  of  excavated  clay  are  available  from  development 
works  in  the  New  Town. 

This  method  of  refuse  disposal  removes  water  hazards  and 
reclaims  useful  building  or  park  land.  Unfortunately,  by  tipping 
household  refuse  into  water,  hydrogen  sulphide  is  liberated  when 
the  water  temperature  reaches  1 1°C.  At  the  end  of  1960  after  an  oily 
industrial  waste  had  been  tipped  into  the  Llandowlais  Street  clay 
pits  the  obnoxious  smell  was  overcome  by  the  addition  of  bleaching 
powder,  liquid  chloros,  and  the  onset  of  colder  weather.  During  the 
summer  when  all  tipping  was  at  the  Llandowlais  Street  clay  pits,  the 
smell  recurred.  Many  complaints  were  received  from  residents  in 
the  district  and  the  Council  took  energetic  steps  by  chemical  treat- 
ment and  extensive  earth  moving  to  remove  the  smell.  The  claypit 
was  filled  by  the  end  of  October  after  which  no  complaints  were 
made. 

In  November  tipping  was  begun  at  the  derelict  Ty  Coch  clay 
pits  and  trouble  has  been  experienced  from  surface  fires. 

It  is  suggested  that  the  more  rigid  application  of  the  Ministry’s 
tipping  precautions  would  have  prevented  some  of  the  problems  of 
refuse  disposal  and  will  prevent  others  from  arising  in  the  future.

FOOD  HYGIENE  (GENERAL)  REGULATIONS,  1960 

During  the  year  it  was  found  necessary  to  write  to  the  occupiers 
of  15  retail  shops  regarding  contraventions  of  the  above  regulations. 
These  contraventions  were  remedied  and  in  no  case  was  it  found 
necessary  to  institute  legal  prosecution. 

Close  collaboration  between  the  Surveyor  and  the  Public 
Health  Inspector  is  maintained  to  ensure  that  the  design  and  the 
fittings  of  new  food  premises  are  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  regulations. 


REGISTRATION  AND  HYGIENE  OF  MOBILE  SHOPS 

A summary  of  the  provisions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations 
1960  as  applicable  to  mobile  shops  and  vans  was  prepared  and  sent 
to  all  known  vendors  operating  mobile  shops  in  the  Urban  District. 
The  Council  considered  the  registration  of  these  mobile  shops  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Monmouthshire  County 
Council  Act  of  1956  and  in  the  early  months  of  1962  these  mobile 
shops  were  registered.

SLAUGHTERING  FACILITIES  AND  MEAT  INSPECT!^ 

There  is  only  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  in  the  Urban  Area. 
It  is  small  and  badly  situated  behind  a butcher’s  shop  in  the  con- 
gested commercial  and  shopping  area  of  Pontnewydd.  Small  animals 
only — sheep,  pigs  and  calves — are  slaughtered  for  sale  in  two  local 
retail  shops.  Slaughtering  is  carried  out  during  a few  hours  on  one 
day  per  week  only.  The  slaughterhouse  is  kept  clean  and  there  have 
been  no  complaints  of  nuisance. 

Every  carcase  was  inspected  before  sale.  In  no  case  was  it 
necessary  to  condemn  for  human  consumption  a carcase.  Only 
small  infestations  of  liver  fluke  and  hydatid  cysts  were  detected.

INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOLS 

Work  is  in  progress  on  the  completion  of  additional  schools, 
two  at  the  Town  Centre  and  one  on  Henllys  Way.  Prefabricated 
classrooms  have  been  added  to  the  Upper  Cwmbran  and  the  Roman 
Catholic  mixed  schools. 

Inspection  of  schools  showed  that  they  were  of  a high  sanitary 
standard. 


INSPECTION  AND  DISINFESTATION  OF 
COUNCIL  HOUSES 

The  Council  has  continued  its  policy  of  inspection  and  disin- 
festation of  Council  property.  As  a routine  measure  all  vacant 
council  owned  houses  are  inspected  and  fumigated  or  sprayed  with 
insecticide  before  re-lelting.  61  Council  houses  were  treated  in  this 
manner  during  the  year. 

Seven  Council  houses  and  two  privately  owned  dwellings  were 
found  to  be  infested  with  bed  bugs  during  the  year. 

CLEAN  AIR  ACT  1956 
(i)  Domestic  Smoke  Pollution 

There  are  no  Smoke  Control  Areas  in  the  Urban  District.  No 
action  has  been  taken  during  the  year  to  establish  smoke  control 
areas.  All  new  dwellings  are  being  fitted  with  approved  pattern 
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^jtcs  capable  of  burning  smokeless  fuel  and  new  neighbourhood 
weas  of  the  new  town  could  conveniently  be  designated  as  Smoke 
Control  Areas. 

An  analysis  of  the  grades  of  raw  coal  delivered  for  domestic 
purposes  from  coal  depots  in  the  area  during  the  month  of  April 
showed  that  60%  of  the  coal  was  of  the  dry  steam  type  of  less  than 
20%  volatility.  There  would  be  no  difficulty  in  replacing  the  remain- 
ing 40%  of  high  volatile  coal  by  coal  of  the  low  volatile  dry  steam 
type  or  by  other  approved  smokeless  fuels. 

(ii)  Industrial  Smoke  Pollution 

There  are  six  industrial  works  in  the  area  with  stacks  from 
steam  raising  boilers.  Four  of  these  boilers  are  fired  by  oil  and  two 
by  raw  coal.  On  no  occasion  during  the  year  was  it  found  that  black 
smoke  from  these  stacks  exceeded  the  time  permitted  under  the 
regulation  of  the  Clean  Air  Act.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the 
cleanest  stack  in  the  area  is  still  coal  fired  by  hand  and  is  a tribute  to 
the  care  and  diligence  of  the  stoker. 

One  of  the  old  established,  industries  in  the  area  is  that  of  making 
cast  iron  railway  fastenings  and.  other  castings.  There  are  1 1 cold 
blast  cupolas  making  grey  metal  for  castings  and  two  new  cold  blast 
cupolas  have  been  constructed  for  the  making  of  malleable  cast  iron. 
A continuous  bluish  grey  emission  from  these  cupolas  produces  a 
visible  blue  grey  cloud  over  parts  of  the  area. 

The  cupolas  are  fitted  with  a dry  expansion  type  of  grit  and 
dust  arrestor.  This  type  of  arrestor  is  not  considered  to  be  the  most 
efficient.  It  is  hoped  that  the  result  of  experience  and  research  into 
the  question  of  grit  arrestment  will  produce  a more  efficient  and 
economic  arrestor  for  existing  cupolas  and  that  industries  may  be 
persuaded  to  fit  more  efficient  arrestors  in  the  future. 

Four  industrial  works  are  registered  under  the  Alkali  Works, 
Regulation  Act.  One  is  an  iron  and  steel  rotary  furnace  and  three 
are  ceramic  works  making  glazed  drainage  pipes,  refractory  bricks 
and  building  bricks.  Generally  very  little  smoke  is  produced  from 
the  brickworks  but  intermittent  clouds  of  dense  black  smoke  are 
produced  by  the  coal  fired  kilns  of  the  pipe  works  when  the  kilns 
are  being  started  up  from  cold. 

(iii)  Measurement  of  Atmospheric  Pollution 

In  conjunction  with  other  authorities  in  South  Monmouthshire 
and  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Department  of  Scientific  and 
Industrial  Research  the  Council  has  undertaken  to  make  various 
tests  of  the  extent  of  air  pollution  at  Cwmbran. 
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An  apparatus  for  the  monthly  measurement  of  sulphur  dioxiA 
in  the  atmosphere  was  established  at  Llantarnam  School  groun^F 
principally  to  record  the  effect  on  the  atmosphere  of  the  newly 
constructed  steel  works  at  Llanwern  before  and  after  operation.  The 
amounts  of  sulphur  dioxide  absorbed  from  the  atmosphere  expressed 
as  milligrammes  of  SO2  per  day  by  100  sq.  cms  of  lead  peroxide 
varied  from  0.31  in  the  month  of  June  to  1.14  in  December.  The 
increase  of  the  winter  months  readings  over  those  of  the  summer 
months  is  an  indication  of  the  amount  of  pollution  from  domestic 
fires.  A daily  volumetric  apparatus  at  the  Council  Offices,  Victoria 
Street  shows  that  the  average  daily  reading  of  sulphur  dioxide  in  the 
atmosphere  expressed  as  microgrammes  per  cubic  metre  varied 
from  38  in  the  month  of  August  to  108  in  the  month  of  November. 
Daily  volumetric  measurement  of  smoke  concentration  in  the 
atmosphere  at  the  Council  Offices,  Cwmbran,  expressed  as  micro- 
grammes per  cubic  metre  vary  from  an  average  of  15.3  in  the  month 
of  August  to  75.4  in  December.

These  figures  tend  to  indicate  that  at  least  half  the  pollution  of 
the  atmosphere  is  caused  by  domestic  smoke. 

Two  deposit  gauges  for  the  measurement  of  the  deposit  of  grit 
and.  dust  were  operated  during  the  year — one  at  the  Town  Centre 
Area  and  another  at  Two  Locks  Road,  Cwmbran.  The  town  centre 
gauge  is  situated  between,  the  town  centre  shopping  area  and  the 
Clomendy  Road  Foundry  area,  whilst  the  Two  Locks  Road  gauge  is 
in  the  residential  area  north  of  the  Henllys  Brickworks.

All  sewers  vested  in  the  Council  were  inspected  for  rodents 
during  the  year.  Two  treatment  campaigns  for  the  eradication  of 
rodents  in  sewers  were  undertaken — one  in  April  and  one  in 
September — when  10%  of  all  inspection  chambers  were  baited  with 
rat  poisons.  There  is  no  excessive  rat  infestation  of  the  sewers. 
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The  public  generally  are  encouraged  to  report  to  the  Pit® 
Health  Department  the  presence  of  rats  at  any  premises,  as  it  is  By 
early  report  and  prompt  attention  to  small  infestations  that  major 
infestations  are  avoided.  In  the  new  town  particular  attention  is 
paid  to  building  sites  and  builders’  compounds.  During  building 
operations  new  drainage  systems  are  often  left  open  for  long  periods 
and  the  indiscriminate  disposal  of  food  scraps  and  refuse  on  building 
sites  encourages  rat  infestation.  The  Council’s  refuse  tip  is  baited 
weekly  and  the  canal  and  river  banks  are  regularly  inspected  for  the 
presence  of  rodents.

In  1961  forty-two  new  dwellings  were  built  by  the  Council. 
A substantial  number  of  dwellings  were  in  the  final  stage  of  com- 
pletion at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Of  the  completed  dwellings  eighteen  were  two  bedroom 
bungalows  forming  the  second  stage  of  the  redevelopment  of  the 
Court  Farm  Estate  and  twenty-four  were  single  bedroom  flats  at  the 
Court  Farm  and  Lightwood  Sites. 

To  provide  land  for  building  purposes  in  the  Pontnewycld  area 
proved  a source  of  difficulty.  It  has  been  necessary  to  infill  pockets 
of  land  where  these  could  be  suitably  developed  for  housing.  The 
Ty  Box  Site  which  was  owned  by  the  Council  was  used  for  this 
purpose  and  work  is  proceeding  on  the  construction  of  fourteen 
flats.  These  flats  are  of  novel  design  taking  advantage  of  the  mag- 
nificent views  available  from  their  elevated  position.  No  fireplaces 
are  provided  in  the  flats.  They  are  heated  by  gas  warmed  air. 

The  development  of  a large  housing  estate  at  Penywaun  is 
proceeding.  When  the  advanced  preparation  work  is  completed  it 
will  provide  sites  for  approximately  300  dwellings  and  will  include  a 
scheme  with  a warden  service  for  housing  twenty  old  age  pensioners.

CARAVAN  SITES 

There  are  no  licensed  caravan  sites  in  the  area.  During  the  year 
unlicensed  caravan  sites  were  being  established  on  three  farm 
premises  but  after  representations  by  the  Council  the  caravans  were 
removed  to  a licensed  site  outside  the  Urban  District. 


CONVERSION  OF  CLOSETS 

A survey  of  the  Urban  District  Area  showed  that  there  were 
192  tenanted  dwellings  with  closets  connected  to  the  public  sewer 
but  not  supplied  with  a water  service  or  flushing  apparatus.  The 
Council  decided  to  commence  a five  year  programme  for  the  con- 
version of  these  closets  and  during  the  year  notices  under  Section 
47  - Public  Health  Act,  1936,  were  served  on  owners  of  30  dwellings, 
requiring  the  provision  of  a water  supply  and  flushing  apparatus 
to  closets.  25  of  these  closets  have  been  converted  to  water  closets.
